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Geef Nederlander de ruimte, dan is hij 
vriendelijk, door Jeroen Dirks.

Onverschillig. Onaardig. Onbehouwen. Soms zelfs 
onbeschoft. Nederlanders staan niet te boek als 
beleefd. 

A1 helemaal niet bij de Nederlanders in het 
buitenland, die immers weten hoe het beter - en 
beleefder - kan. Maar ook in Nederland zelf begint 
dat besef door te dringen. De Stichting Ideele 
Reclame (SIRE) vindt veel weerklank met de 
campagne 1 Aardige mensen. Hoe gaan we ermee om?' 

‘En? Lekker gewerkt?' Dat stond jarenlang met 
huizenhoge letters op een kraakpand in Amsterdam 
geschilderd. Vlakbij een druk kruispunt. Veel mensen 
schoten spontaan in de lach als ze de vraag zagen staan. 
Een deel van de voorbij gangers reageerde achterdochtig. 
'D'r zal wel weer iets achter zitten.' En dat is precies waar 
het probleem zit in Nederland, vinden ook de mensen 
achter SIRE. Het lijkt wel of aardig zijn niet in ons 
systeem zit. En als we eens een aardig iemand tegen 
komen, weten we eigenlijk niet wat we moeten doen. 

Nog sterker, zo stelde een luisteraar in het Wereld 
Omroepprogramma Expat On Air, zaterdagochtend, 'we 
hebben in het Nederlands niet eens eigen woorden om 
beleefd te zijn: sorry, excuus... het komt allemaal uit een 
andere taal.' 

Sorry 

'In het begin viel me op dat de Engelsen wel vijftig tot 
honderd keer per dag please en thank you zeggen,' stelt 
Maikel van den Boomen, die nu tien jaar in Groot 
Brittannie woont. Hij vindt dat getuigen van respect. 
Sowieso zijn de Engelsen wat respectvoller. Toen hij 
onlangs even terug was in Nederland met zijn vrouw, 
werden ze bijna ondersteboven gelopen in een 
boekhandel. Zonder dat er iemand 'sorry' zei. En dat is 
nou precies wat hij wel verwachtte. 'Nederlanders 
zouden wat vaker 'sorry' en 'dank je wel' moeten zeggen.' 
Gemoedelijk 

Marjo Plessius woont een stuk verder weg, in Nieuw 
Zeeland. Maar haar ervaringen lijken op die van Van den 
Boomen. Terwijl de mensen in Nieuw Zeeland beleefd 
en vooral gemoedelijk blijven ('je kunt hier gewoon een 
gesprek met een vreemde hebben'), gaat het in Nederland 
achteruit. 'Vooral als we Nederlands spreken,' zo ontdekt 
ze bij een bezoek aan Groningen. 'Als we Engels 
spreken, zijn de mensen wat vriendelijker.' Waar het 
precies aan ligt, weet Marjo niet. Wel merkt ze op dat 
Nederlanders steeds drukker zijn geworden. ’Als je 
iemand wilt spreken, moet je een afspraak maken. Dat 
was vroeger niet. Als er iemand jarig was, kon je gewoon 
aanbellen. De achterdeur was altijd open. De buren 
liepen af en aan.’ 

Geinteresseerd 

In Spanje heeft Rianne Smulders een iets andere mening 
over die veelgenoemde onbeleefdheid van Nederlanders. 
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'Ja, zegt ze, 'Nederlanders zijn nogal direct. Of'bot'. 

'Maar dat heeft helemaal niets met onaardig te maken. 

Als ik terugkijk, dan vind ik Nederlanders eigenlijk best 
aardig. Open. Geinteresseerd in de ander. Als je ze iets 
vraagt, zijn ze best behulpzaam en geven ze je ook 
antwoord. Het is ook afhankelijk van hoe jouw houding 
is.' De Spanjaarden zijn, volgens Smulders, ook niet 
onvriendelijk, maar wel een stuk geslotener. 

Anonimiteit 

De Nederlandse etiquette-deskundige Beatrijs Ritsema 
betwijfelt ook of het allemaal wel zo erg is met de 
Nederlanders als soms wordt geschetst. 'De Nederlandse 
cultuur is altijd al direct geweest,' stelt ze nuchter vast. 
Dat was al zo in de Gouden Eeuw. Juist omdat ons land 
zo dichtbevolkt is, is een bepaalde anonimiteit ontstaan. 
Dan is groeten niet meer vanzelfsprekend. Zeker in de 
steden niet.' En dat Nederlanders aan de Spaanse costa's 
als luidruchtig worden gezien, maakt ze niet echt 
bij zonder. Exact hetzelfde geldt volgens Ritsema voor de 
Britten. En de Russen.' 

Servicegericht 

Natuurlijk, zo - uiterlijk - beleefd als de Engelsen of zo 
servicegericht als de Amerikanen zijn we in Nederland 
natuurlijk niet. Al kunnen we het wel, zo ontdekte Anita 
Motshagen, die zelf op Curasao woont. 'Ik was eerder dit 
jaar in Nederland. Ongelooflijk, hoe onverschillig 
mensen zijn. Niemand zegt hallo. Niemand die vraagt 
hoe het met je gaat,' vertelt ze. 'Ik was al een tijd niet 
geweest, maar ik heb zeker het gevoel dat het erger 
wordt, de laatste jaren. Misschien dat het door het koude 
weer bij jullie komt, want zodra diezelfde Nederlanders 
hier uit het vliegtuig stappen, zijn ze wel beleefd. Vinden 
ze het wel leuk om contact te maken.' 

Huidskleur 

Mea Trott, Arubaanse van geboorte, heeft min of meer 
dezelfde ervaring. In de tijd dat zij in Nederland, in 
Almere, woonde, kreeg zij het gevoel dat ze met de nek 
werd aangekeken. Even een praatje maken, oprecht in 
elkaar geinteresseerd zijn; het lijkt er niet in te zitten. 
Waarbij Mea dan ook nog het gevoel kreeg dat mensen 
haar meden omdat ze een andere huidskleur heeft. Zij wil 
in ieder geval nooit meer terug naar Nederland en woont 
nu al heel lang, met veel plezier op Aruba. 

Maatje 

'Er is te weinig respect. En dat zit'm in de opvoeding,' 
zegt Rob Sterenborg. Hij woont in Duitsland, waar de 
situatie overigens niet zoveel verschilt van die in 
Nederland. Ook in Bonn constateert hij dat ouders 
'gewoon' te weinig tijd besteden aan het bijbrengen van 
beleefdheids vormen - aan het geven van structuur aan 
hun kinderen. Kennelijk zijn ze bang voor weerwoord - 
of ruzie - als ze hun kinderen een keertje aanspreken op 
vervelend of onaardig gedrag. ’Ouders willen steeds 
vaker het maatje zijn van hun kinderen. Ze stellen geen 
kaders,’ aldus Sterenborg. 

Hooivork 

In feite verwoordt hij daarmee het gevoelen dat ook een

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aantal ideele reclamemakers heeft. Want de campagne: 
’Aardige mensen. Hoe gaan we ermee om?' van SIRE is 
niets anders dan een poging om ons een beetje beter op te 
voeden. In een van de vele spots zien we twee tourfietsers 
die overduidelijk verdwaald zijn, maar zich direct uit de 
voeten maken als een wat oudere boer met een hooivork 
naar ze toekomt om te helpen. Etiquette-deskundige 
Beatrijs Ritsema vindt de spotjes wel leuk. Maar betwijfelt 
of ze helpen. 'Voorlichting leidt nooit tot 
gedragsverandering. Je kunt beter de wet veranderen. Of 
iets doen aan de opvoeding.’ Maar, zo herhaalt ze, de vraag 
is of je wel iets moet doen. Relativerend wijst ze erop dat 
de oude Grieken al klaagden over elkaars ongemanierdheid. 
Inherent aan een groot stedelijke omgeving. 

Ruimte 

En daar zit'm dan waarschijnlijk de verklaring voor ’onze’ 
botheid en vermeende ongemanierdheid. We wonen te dicht 
op elkaar in Nederland. Als we uitstappen op Curagao, of 
een leuk huisje hebben in de bergen van Nieuw Zeeland, 
hebben we - letterlijk - de ruimte om vriendelijker en 
aardiger te zijn.

Op 8 mei was er weer de jaarlijkse dodenherdenking 
op de Nederlandse oorlogsbegraafplaats, een 
onderdeel van de Australian War Cemetery aan 
Smyth Road in Nedlands. Dutch Community Radio is 
een organisatie die bij de Associated Netherlands 
Societies in WA (ANSWA) is aangesloten en vervult 
ieder jaar de taak om bij de opzet en realisatie van 
de ceremonie behulpzaam te zijn. 

De geluidsinstallatie werd belangeloos ter 
beschikking gesteld door DCR medewerker Harry 
Crijns, DCR medewerker Jenny Kievit declameerde 
een Nederlands gedicht, waarvan de Engelse 
vertaling en declamatie werd verzorgd door Anneke 
Rombouts en DCR medewerker Aat Kievit had als 
ceremoniemeester de leiding gedurende de 
ceremonie. Ook de muziek komt uit het bestand van 
DCR. 

Dit jaar stond de ceremonie in het licht van de 
herbegrafenis, 60 jaargeleden, van de slachtoffers 
van de luchtaanval op Nederlandse militaire 
watervliegtuigen in Roebuck Bay bij Broome naar de 
Nederlandse annex van de War Cemetery in Perth. 
Melding werd nog gemaakt van het bezoek van 
Mevrouw van Aggelen in 2005, een overlevende van 
de luchtaanval, die de graven van haar ouders, die 
de luchtaanval helaas niet hadden overleefd, kwam 
bezoeken. 

In 2007 vond de heer Wijnand Kramer in Nederland, 
bij het opruimen van de zolder, na het overlijden van 
zijn vader, een doos met papieren, waaruit bleek dat 
zijn grootouders en tante eveneens waren 
omgekomen in Broome en samen met zijn broer 
bezocht hij de Nederlandse annex in 2008, waar zijn 
tante ligt begraven en de namen van zijn 
grootouders staan vermeldt op een plaquette, omdat 
zij nooit zijn gevonden. 

De Nederlandse Consul Generaal, de heer Jaap 
Frederiks, was speciaal uit Sydney overgekomen en 
legde tezamen met de Nederlandse honoraire 
Consul in West Australia, de heer Arnold Stroobach 
een krans. Andere kransen werden gelegd door de 
heer Bill Gaynor, voorzitter van de RSL in WA, de 
heer Russell McLaughlan, namens het Departement 
van Veteranen, de heer Thom Dercksen namens 
ANSWA, de heer Ernie Baints namens de 
Netherlands Ex Servicemen Association, de heren 
Henk Raafs en Anton Gradissen namens het 
regiment Stoottroepen Prins Bernhard, de heer 
Pieter Leeflang namens de Dutch Society

het Nederlandse koor, The Dutch Singers.

Zutphen is a city in the province of Gelderland in the 
Netherlands. It lies some 30 km north-east of Arnhem, on the 
Eastern bank of the river IJssel at the point where it is joined by 
the Berkel. The name Zutphen (first mentioned in the eleventh 
century) appears to mean 'zuid-veen', or in English, south-fen. 

In 2005, the municipality of Zutphen was merged with the 
municipality of Warnsveld, retaining its name. The municipality 
has about 47,000 inhabitants. 


HISTORY 


About 300 AD a Germanic settlement was the first permanent town on a complex of low river dunes. Whereas many 
such settlements were abandoned in the early Middle Ages, Zutphen on its strategic confluence of IJssel and Berkel 
stayed. After the incorporation of the IJssel lands in Charlemagne's Francia, Zutphen became a local centre of 
governance under a count. The Normans raided and ravaged it at about 900 AD. Afterwards a system of walls were 
built to protect the budding town. 


In the eleventh century Zutphen was a royal residence for a 
number of years; a pfalz was built, together with a large 
chapter church, the predecessor of the present St. Walburgis. 
The counts of Zutphen acquired a lot of power, until the line 
of counts became extinct in the twelfth century. After the 
death of her father and her brother, Ermgard, the heiress of 
Zutphen married the count of Guelders; her son Henry I, 

Count of Guelders was the first to wear both titles. 

The town received city rights between 1190 and 1196, making 
it one of the oldest cities in the country. Only Utrecht, 
Groningen and Deventer preceded it in receiving city rights. 
Zutphen, in turn, granted city rights to several other cities, 
such as Arnhem, Doetinchem, Lochem and Harderwijk. It 
also became part of the Hanze, a group of cities with great 
wealth, this group of cities were the economic centre in that 
part of Europe.

The largest and oldest church of the city is the St. 
Walburgis (Saint Walpurga) church, which originally 
dates from the twelfth century (see photo front cover of 
the magazine). The present Gothic building contains 
monuments of the former counts of Zutphen, a thirteenth 
century candelabrum, an elaborate copper font (1527), 
and a modem monument to the Van Heeckeren family. 
The chapter-house ("Librije") contains a pre- 
Reformation library which includes some valuable 
manuscripts and incunabula. It is considered one of only 
5 remaining medieval libraries in Europe (the other 4 
being in England and Italy 
respectively). The old 
books are still chained to

their ancient wooden desk, 
a habit of centuries ago, 
dating from the times the library was a "public library" and where the chains prevented 
the books from being stolen. 

Having been fortified the town stood several sieges, specially during the wars of 
freedom waged by the Dutch against Spain, the most celebrated fight under its walls 
being the Battle of Zutphen in September 1586 when Sir Philip Sidney was mortally 
wounded. Taken by the Spaniards in 1587 by the treachery of the English commander 
Rowland York, Zutphen was recovered by Maurice, prince of Orange, in 1591 and 
except for two short periods, one in 1672 and the other during the French Revolutionary 
Wars, it has since then remained a part of the Netherlands. Its fortifications were 
dismantled in 1874.

The old centre survived the Second World War almost in its entirety, though 
some parts of the city were lost, especially the area around the railway station, 
in the northern part of the city centre, known as the Nieuwstad (New City). The 
city centre includes many monumental buildings dating back to the 16th and 
17th centuries, and some even date back to the 13th century such as a 
retirement home area. There are also remains of the old town walls in several 
places.

Today, Zutphen is a modern small city. The urban area, which 
includes the town of Warnsveld. 

Besides its splendid townscape it has a unique attraction. The 
promenade along the banks of the river IJssel offers abundant 
opportunity to enjoy the leisured beauty of the river. 

Art and history enthusiasts are amply provided for by the two 
museums: the Municipal Museum with its collection of artefacts and 
the Henriette Polak Museum with its collection of modem art. On 
your wanderings through the old town, you will see numerous 
historic buildings. Unique is the Librije, a beautifully preserved 16th 
century library of manuscripts on chain, built onto the Walburg 
Church. Zutphen's municipal authorities do their utmost to make life 
as pleasant as possible for its residents. 


The town invests in its future. There are not 
only housing schemes, there are also plans to 
create new industrial zones. From the 
Martinetsingel, you can see what Zutphen 
looked like in the early Middle Ages. The old 
town wall is still there in all its splendour and 
behind it are the picturesque roofs of century- 
old houses. On the Martinetsingel you can 
also find the Drogenaps Tower, dating from 
1446. Another eye-catching defence, bearing 
witness to a glorious past, is the Berkel Ruin 
on the Hagepoort Square.

Thanks to its significance as a regional centre, Zutphen has a wide 
range of specialised shops. The town is famous for its Thursday 
and Saturday markets, while the centre offers excellent shopping 
facilities. There are various sports facilities for energetic visitors, 
including water sports. A day in Zutphen may be concluded by a 
visit to the theatre, the art cinema or one of the many cafes and 
restaurants. Furthermore, there are a range of educational facilities 
close at hand. Zutphen is proud of its supra-regional institutions, 
such as the Chamber of Commerce, the Food Inspection Service 
and the District Employment Exchange. Furthermore, Zutphen is 
home to the district court. Zutphen is situated between the river 
IJssel and the Twente Canal. The Berkel Stream mns through the 
heart of the town. This is no coincidence, as water was historically 
essential for trade. Zutphen is surrounded by various regions of 
great natural beauty and cultural historic value, like Achterhoek, Twente, Overijssel Range, Salland and Veluwe. 
Zutphen is easily accessible. The town is a junction of important water, railway and road connections. Its 
accessibility is all the more reason to visit the lovely, bustling town of Zutphen.

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Het Rampjaar (The catastrophic Year) 1672 


Het Rampjaar 1672. 

Het Volk was Redeloos; De Regeering was Radeloos; het 
Land was Reddeloos. (The Citizens were senseless, the 
Government did not known what to do and the Country had 
no future). 

Here are the events, that led to this situation:- 
March 12 - England declares war on the Republic. 

April 8 - France follows by declaring war as well. 

June 1- Munster and Cologne both invade the Republic. 
June 7 - Sea-Battle with England near Solebay 
(undecided with heavy losses both sides). 

June 12- French forces under-Louis XIV cross the Rhine 
into Holland. 

July 15- Willem III appointed Stadtholder of Holland 
and Zeeland. 

Aug. 20- Johan de Witt , Raadspensionaris is slaughtered 
in The Hague. 

September- Bernard von Galen (Prince Bishop of Munster 
— Bommen Berend) withdraws with his troops from 
Groningen. 

In history, everything has it's beginnings, but the 
consequences thereafter are often unforeseen. So it was with 
the scenario that will unfold for you. 

| Johan de Witt (24 Sept 1625 - 
20 Aug 1672 came from a 
prominent and influential 
Dutch family. In 1653 he was 
appointed 'Raadspensionaris' of 
the Republic of the Seven 
United Provinces, underwritten 
by the powerful city of 
Amsterdam with its 
burgomaster Cornelis de 
Graeff, husband of Johan's 
sister. For many years Johan 
was the face of the Republic. 

1 He had regular contacts with 
many Heads of State, Kings 
and Ministers. 

Also within the Republic he had a great influence in all 
levels of governance. 

Johan de Witt was an educated person and a gifted 
mathematician. In 1659 he had written a treatise named 
'Filementa Curvarum Linearum (Grond Beginselen van de 
Kromme Lijnen). Through strictly managing the State 
finances and reducing the outgoings, it did not take long 
before the Republic was again an acknowledged power in 
the world of those days. This period without a Stadtholder 
under the astute management of Raadspensionaris De Witt 
was very successful for the 
Republic with its strong navy to 
support it. After the outbreak of the 
first Anglo-Dutch war, the 
Admiralty of Zeeland offered 
Michiel de Ruyter the command of 
the fleet again after his erstwhile 
retirement. The Ruyter accepted the 
position for one trip only. However 
this soon became part of a new 
| career some time later, with the 
Miciel de Ruyter offered rank of Lieutenant-Admiral

of the Republican's now powerful fleet. Using his influence, 
Johan de Witt had persuaded Michiel de Ruyter to accept 
this position as Admiral of a fleet, consisting of around 75 
ships of war, armed with 4484 cannon and 20738 crew and 
soldiers. This appointment was strongly supported by the 
City of Amsterdam who paid for most of this fleet and the 
Staten of Holland. David de Witt at that time was one of the 
Burgomasters of Amsterdam and one of the most powerful 
in the city and a great friend of Johan de Witt. 

De Ruyter's greatest moment came in 1667 at the height of 
the second Anglo-Dutch war when on the urging of Johan 
de Witt he sailed his fleet up the Thames and into the 
Medway, thereby inflicting an embarrassing defeat on the 
English. A huge part of the English fleet was destroyed on 
the Medway, whereby his captains captured the flagship 
'Royal Charles' as well as another ship named 'Unity', sailing 
both of them back to the Netherlands. 

A seed of discontent was sown when, in an innovative way, 
Raadspensionaris Johan de Witt sanitized and economized 
the Dutch pension system in existence; especially drawing 
ire by reducing the so called 'Weduwen Voorziening'. 
However, a tightly financial regime, together with his anti- 
Orange outlook worked against him in the long run and led 
to his murder in 1672. 

Also for many years, Raadspensionaris Johan de Witt 
managed to keep young Willem III out of politics and 
military influence, possibly with the cooperation of the 
Republican Oliver Cromwell of England. Cromwell had his 
own reasons to keep the young Willem III out of power as 
he was the son of Stadtholder Willem II and Mary Stuart, 
the daughter of King Charles I of England, the same who 
lost his head in 1649 on the scaffold for treason, after he 
was defeated by Cromwell's forces in the second English 
civil war. 

We now proceed to the year 1654, when a secret treaty the 
'Act of Seclusion' was signed, required by Cromwell as part 
of a general peace treaty, between the Republic and the 
Commonwealth of England, then under the Head of State 
Oliver Cromwell in which the Prince of Orange Willem III 
was excluded from the office of Stadtholder. Because of 
Willem's close relationship to the Stuarts, Cromwell was 
very suspicious of the young Prince of Orange. Already a 
meeting had been convened after the death of Stadtholder 
Willem II on the 6th of November 1650, when the States of 
Holland decided to leave the office of Stadtholder vacant in 
their province. The first Stadtholderless period came into 
place already in January 1651 by the Regents, being the 
Republican minded brothers Cornelis and Andries de Graeff 
and their cousins, the wealthy and powerful merchants 
Andries and Cornelis Bicker during the 'Grote Vergadering' 
in The Hague, a meeting of representatives of each of the 
Seven Provinces. When the English Restoration brought 
Charles II to the throne of England, the States of Holland 
declared that the Act of Seclusion had lost its validity, as the 
Act was signed by the Commonwealth which had now 
ceased to exist. However Johan de Witt and his republican 
minded friends again tried to permanently bar the House of 
Orange from achieving any political and military influence 
by introducing a 'Perpetual Edict'. However the States 
revoked this Edict and on the 24th of February 1672 and 
appointed Willem of Orange to the position of Captain 
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Het Rampjaar (The catastrophic Year) 1672 


General and Stadtholder again. 

There is a painting by Jacobus de Baen showing Cromwell's 
influence with Johan de Witt whereby the latter is signing 
the 'Act of Seclusion' while in the background the members 
of the States of Holland are signing a peace treaty, ending 
the first English War (1652-1654). 

As stated before, the year 1672 will be remembered in the 
eventful history of the Republic of the Seven Provinces as a 
year full of disasters, finally bringing the State very close to 
bankruptcy and without firm leadership. At that time 
Raadspensionaris Johan de Witt was withdrawing from 
politics after his brother Comelis had been accused of 
treason. During this turbulent period Johan had been 
wounded badly by a knife wielding follower of the House of 
Orange on the 21s' of June. Then having partly recovered 
from knife-wounds during that attack on him, Johan 
received a fake message on the 20th of August that his 
brother Comelis, who was imprisoned in the 
'Gevangenpoort' in The Hague, wanted to speak to him. On 
his arrival and while inside, an angry mob assembled 

outside prison. 
Originally a 
detachment of 
cavalry guarded the 
'Gevangenpoort', 
but were withdrawn 
by order from 
higher placed 
authority on the 
strength that they 
had to suppress a 
revolt by farmers, 
looting the country¬ 
side. This proved to 
be untme. When 
the cavalry 
withdrew, the 
unmly mob entered 

The murder of the brothers de Wit the medieval J ai1 

near the Vijverberg, 

pulled the brothers outside and killed them on the spot. 

Their clothes were ripped off and their bodies cannibalized, 
fingers, genitals and bits of flesh ripped off and exhibited 
for some time. The remnants of both brothers were stmng 
upside down on a kind of gallows. It was Dirck Verhoeff, 
who cut out the heart of Johan and his brother Cornelis to 
exhibit these bloody parts to the public. 

There is strong evidence that the Prince of Orange, Willem 
III was involved in the downfall of the brothers De Witt, but 
was never taken to account for it. The murderers were never 
prosecuted but were offered pensions and positions in 
government instead. It is quite reasonable to think that the 
revolt against the De Witt brothers opened the way for the 
House of Orange to provide again the traditional mlers of 
the Republic. Actually this rebellion and the atrocious 
murder of the brothers proved that they had under-estimated 
the tme feelings and the great support of the general public 
towards the House of Orange. 

During all these disturbances at home, the merchant navy 
was sailing the oceans, bringing prosperity to those being 
share-holders. Trade with the harbour cities around the 



Baltic Sea, the fishing fleets on the Noord-Zee and Zuider 
Zee were still harvesting a variety of fish and trade with the 
Indies went unabated, bringing prosperity to those involved. 
However, the emerging power of the English brought the 
two maritime powers of England and the Republic in 
continuous conflict, resulting in four wars with England. 
Especially the third and fourth naval wars were disastrous 
for the Republic, whereby many valuable ships were lost. 
During the second war about 150 ships were lost to the 
English as a merchant fleet was anchored in Het Vliet and 
could not escape. That happened on the 19th of August 
1666. Not more than ten ships could sail away from this 
disaster. After this slaughter, the English plundered and 
destroyed West Terschelling. 

The VOC was heavily involved in these wars and offered 
many of their own heavily armed vessels on loan at no cost 
to the Republic to fight their common enemy. 

In return The Republic's Navy was waiting in the North Sea 
to protect the slow and heavily loaded VOC vessels 
returning from the Indies. 

Piracy and wars had a great impact on the prosperity and 
power of the Republic, which was slowly loosing the 
supremacy on the seas to the English. 

However during this gradual decline, many wealthy and 
influential citizens survived with their wealth intact, some 
families into the present days, like the Bicker clan. Andries 
Bicker, a merchant living in Amsterdam in the early 1600's 
became involved with the VOC, finally becoming its 
president. He also became burgomaster of Amsterdam and 
was later on succeeded by Cornelis de Graeff, his cousin 
and a great friend of Raadspensionaris Johan de Witt, his 
niece Wendela Bicker married Johan de Witt, he was a 
Colonel in the Civic Guard, commanding a Vendel and 
finally a representative in the 'Staten Generaal' of the 
Netherlands. 

Even during the present years, many Dutch people have 
carved out a fortune for themselves. Five Hundred of the 
wealthiest Dutch families control a fortune of 127 billion 
Euro's. A similar story can be told of those who settled 
overseas after the last war, many of those also controlling a 
sizeable fortune. 

I am ending my story by telling you that I am proud to be of 
Dutch heritage, with its history of struggle and survival 
against all odds. 

This is well presented in the motto of the Province of 
Zeeland: 'Luctor et Emergo', I wrestle and emerge.
